Specifically, the claim to a low cover factor airbag fabric coated with any type of airbag coating was 
apparently practiced commercially in terms of thick silicone-based coatings at a date at least one year prior to patentee's filing 
date. Such a commercial practice went unnoticed by patentee until after the issuance of the above-referenced patent. The claims 
and claim limitations pertaining to films adhered to such low cover airbag fabrics are not effected by such a prior art issue. The 
error thus corrected in this reissue appUcation arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the applicant (patentee),
